Compound for Cleaning Paint 
on Engines 


A compound with which engines or 
other oily machinery can be cleaned thor­ 
oughly is made as follows: To I gal. of 
water add 1 1 pt. of lard oil. 
Mix them 
thoroughly, forming im emulsion. 
Rub 
the painted surfaces of the machinery 
with the compound and remove it be­ 
fore it dries with a cloth. 


Cementing Leather to Iron 
To cement leather to an iron surface, 
paint the iron with a mixture of white 
lead and lampblack in oil. Then cover 
with a cement made of the best glue 
soaked in water until soft, and dissolved 
in vinegar. This is thoroughly mixed 
with one-third of its bulk of white-pine 
turpentine, and thinned with vinegar un­ 
til it can be spread with a brush. The 
cement should be applied to the iron hot 
and the leather put on and quickly 
pressed into place; the parts should be 
held tightly in a clamp while drying.

Making Stranded-Wire Cables.

would appear to the detached ob-,

server that the problem is one of aft i e

er war economics rather than parti­ 
san politics. 
For five years the unemployment 
question has been a sort of urch­ 
in’s joy to whatever political party 
happened to be in opposition 
In 
fact it seems to be a problem that 
is more readily grasped by an oppo­ 
sition than by which ever govern­ 
ment happens to be responsible for 
the donduct of affairs. 
The Labor government, not with­ 
out pride, points to th? latest un­ 
employment figures available — l,- 
149,100— as about 120,000 less than 
for the corresponding figures a year ;
